Apreciatiiig tho respect of 
drivers in the past to our child¬ 
ren, we are again asking that 
in the mornings, at noon and

fternoons that special caution 
be used on the streets in the 
town, and especially when the 
children are on the streets. The 
( ime saved in hurrying down th ( > 
■itreetg > s nothing compared to 
the risk that w e run in running 
down and maining or perhaps 
hillig a child. As drivers too, we 

ist remember that th e child’s 
iiind acts impulsively and not 
always wisely, and we should 
always have vehicles under pu¬ 
re t control, because the child is 
>ust as apt to do the wrong 
thing as the right thing. 

One word too, to parents. 
Some children stand in the road 
and almost dare drivers t 0 hit 
them. These children should be 
lectured stiffly by their par¬ 
ents as they do create a real 
azard. They will stand right 
:i the path of a car, and the 
last second step out. If t he driv¬ 
er misjudged the direction of 
their step, they could be killed, 
and >t would be more their fault 
than an yon o else’s. Every par¬ 
ent should question their child¬ 
ren, uiul it the boys an.I girls 
are guilty of this practice, and 
there are a great many in Ray¬ 
mond who are, then t!v y should 
<1 ;ist at once, and if they don't 
the parents should take action. 

Raymond has a good record 
for few accidents. Let us main¬ 
tain this record by everyone 
continuing to maintain caution 
and remember that ever,- per¬ 
son on the streets has a prior 
light to the road and as a 
matter of courtesy and safety, 
we should practice safety first; 
ALL THE TIME, but especially 
with the opening of school and 
the filling of the street, with 
toys and girls.

Safety organizations, state 
m tor vehicule commissioners, 
automobile clubs and allied ag¬ 
encies have unloosed t!i e an¬ 
nual Hood of warnings against 
motoring perils which attend 
the Labor Day week-end.

fatnlitie.s among tile motorists 
at whom they are directed. For 
warnings & statisicans seem to 
make little headway in a nation 
which accepts with callous dis¬ 
regard a highway death toll -rf 
inn n day. 

Last Labor Day week-end 2- 
persons perished by automobile 
many of them innocent victims 
of fools behind steering wheels. 
There were the usual preholi¬ 
day statements, the mortality 
figures were paraded again. 
Drivers were warned not to cut 
in, to take it easy at grade cross 
ings, not to pass on curves or 
hills, not to speed nor hog the 
road and not to drink and 
drive.Al| sound ndvicc and the 
pres? patiently played it up a- 
• ain. The result ? Misery for 
2S0 families into which death 
rode on rubber tires. 

There may be just as much 
misery tin’s year. These arc sick 
i ning thoughts, several hundred 
well and strong today who ma\ 
be dead by Tuesday despite all 
the sermons on highway safety 
ever written. 


BACKING UP THE SCHOOLS 


Education is the heaviest 
expense of American govern¬ 
ment, at least i n normal time. . 
In ordinary years, more is spent 
by most communities for school- 
than for roads, ixilice, or fire 
pi lection. The American peo¬ 
ple ar e extremely generous with 
their schools. They believe in 
education. They have noticed 
how educated people usually 
far 0 better in life than uneduc¬ 
ated people.

. ut owing to wet weather bind¬ 
ers cannot be operated in the 
fields.

Late rains have 
helped to fill grain in districts 
north and west of Edmonton 
where crops live suffered gener¬ 
ally from a lack of rain through 
out the growng season. 

During the early part of the 
year splendid moisture condit¬ 
ions prevailed throughout the 
south-eastern parts of the prov¬ 
ince but rains were lacking for 
filling the grain This has result 
ed in much lower yields than 
at first expected. Tt is early to 
estimate yields, but ten bushels

It would appear that suffic¬ 
ient forage crops have been cut 
in nearly every district to su¬ 
pply local demands for feeding 
liv 0 stock. Farmers and ranch¬ 
ers in the southern districts 
should have sufficient supplies 
of fo.'d locally and little, if any, 
shipments of feed into the 
south may be expected this 
year. 

Pastures have tonefitted by 
the recent rains and live stock 
genrnlly should go into the 
winter in totter condition than 
they have for some years. 

Encephalomyelitis has caused 
considerable loss to horses 
throughout most of the province 
Vaccine distributed from the 
office of the Provincial Dep¬ 
artment of Agriculture has been 
of material assistance in check¬ 
ing the disease. 

i he abundance of cheap feed 
is ex|>ected t 0 reduce marketing 
of cattle in many areas and 
ranchers will hold back more 
stock than usual for breeding 
and feeding purposes. 

Some lambs are moving to the 
market. Dairy and Poultry 
produce is about normal. Owing 
to several years of drought 
lioultry flock s have been reduc¬ 
ed to such an extent in south¬ 
eastern Alberta that production 
of eggs is not sufficient for local 
consumption.

SELECTING EWE LAMBS 
FOR THE BREEDING BAND 

Weaning time for lambs will 
s«on arrive, nnd it may be in 
order to make a few remarks 
ctfhcerning points which should 
be considered in making select¬ 
ion of lambs to be retained in 
the band for future breeding. 
Whefi lambs ar e being said 
there is very often a tendency 
to sell the largest lambs from 
the band as by doing so a great 
er return is obtained, but from 
the standpoint of maintaining 
a breeding band of high quality, 
this may not !>e a desirable 
practice. All other things b?mg 
equal, the larger sized lambs 
will be the most thrifty and 
of the best constitution, and 
this is the type which should be 
retained in the band. 

In making selections of ewe 
lambs at the Experimental Slat 
ion, general conformation is one 
of the first points to which con 
sideration is given. This, of 
course, is a summation of a nu¬ 
mber of characters in the lamb, 
such as general balance, full¬ 
ness °f l e K, strength, width of 
back and depth of body. These 
individual point" should all be 
given consideration and only 
those lambs which most nearly 
fulfill the ideal which th e breed 
er has set should be retained. 

As it has never been demon¬ 
strated that there is any antag 
onism betwen high quality wool 
and good mutton conformation, 
the breeder may well strive for 
improvement in the fleeces of 
his sheep without thereby en¬ 
dangering or reducing th e mutt 
on qualities of his hand. 

One of the worst characters 
of western wool is lack of unif 
ormity, not only within clips, 
but within individual fleeces. 
This may be due to both indis¬ 
criminate breeding and lack of 
knowledge on the breeder’s 
part with regard t„ wool qual¬ 
ity and wool grading. No exton 
sive experience is necessary to 
select the best fleeces and elim¬ 
inate the poorest and even with 
slight experience it is possible 
to eliminate lambs which have 
hairy or very coarse breeches. 
If all sheep with hairy breeches 
were eliminated from western 
sheep flocks, there would be a 
very decided improvement in 
the general quality of the wool 
produced. 

A second point to which 
special consideration should be 
given is that of length of staple, 
the most important single factor 
of length of staple i s possibly 
in determining yield of wool 
from a sheep. It is somewhat 
difficult to make a definite state 
ment as to minimum length of 
wool which a lamb should have 
at weaning time but an exam¬ 
ination of a number of individ¬ 
uals in the band will soon in¬ 
dicate to the owner what the 


averag,. length i 8 for his flock 
nnd this will enable him to re¬ 
move lambs with the shorter 
wool. 

It must be kept In mind that 
density o r (ompactnesu of the 
fleece is another factor in deter 
mining wool yield and very of¬ 
ten the longer stapled fleeces 
are less dense than th 0 shorter 
finer wools. However, this need 
not he the case and care in sel 
ecting for density will enable 
th c development of a hand of 
sheep with good density and 
long staple of wool. 

It may not he amiss to ment¬ 
ion a defect which is quite 
common and which should bo 
watched for and eliminated if 
found. Thi s is abnormal mouth 
stucturc either overshot or un¬ 
der shot jaw, also spoken of 
as “bulldog jaw’’ and "Parrot 
mouth.” This is a hereditary 
condition and all indivduals 
showng evidence of thc presence 
of this defect should bp discard 
ed from the breeding band or 
the number of individuals of 
this type will gradually increase.

Conditions in Europe were 
tense over the week-end while 
negotiations ljetwee n various 
factions in Europe were going 
on.
